An all-out drive to collect per- 
sonal property taxes is planned for 
Antioch .Township and the rest of 
Lake county, Antioch- Township 
Justices of the Peace pledged along 
with 46 other officials in a meeting 
Monday evening at Waukegan. 

Justices Richard Seyfarth, Rich- 
ert Folbrich, Jack Stieber, and Her- 
bert Litchfield attended the session 
at the Lake County Court House 
called by State's Atty. Thomas J. 
Monin, acting on instructions by 
the County Board of Supervisors. 

John Brogan was the only Anti- 
och Township justice of the peace 
absent. Fifty-one of the 98 JP's 
and police magistrates in the county 
were in attendance. 

Immediate goal of the drive is to 
collect the bulk of more than $750,- 
00b outstanding in 1954 and 1955 
taxes. Here's how the campaign 
will be operated: 

U.sA list, of delinquent tax ac- 
counts' will be rushed to JP's by the 
office of County Treasurer Guy O. 
Lunn, perhaps within four days af- 
ter the deadline. 

2. The JP's must sort out the ac- 
counts of those they know have 
either died or moved out of the 
county, thus making the job easier 
for the constable. 

3. There must be no compromise 
by the JP's jj/ho pledged they would 
carry cases through to the end, 
Moran said. 

4. The state's attorney's office 
will issue and sign garnishment 
papers, perhaps the toughest step in 
the collection of taxes and one that 
state's attorneys previously declined 
to take. 

5. An assistant stat's attorney 
will be assigned to work almost full 
time with the JP's and he will 
prosecute five problem cases in each 
township. 

JP's from throughout the county 
agreed that the key to the success 
of the drive was provided with 
Moron's promise to sign garnish- 
ment papers. 

Moran suggested that before be- 
ginning new cases that the JP's 
turn over to him all uncollected ac- 
counts on which they have entered 
judgment. 

The program will begin by seizing 
cither the wages or property of 
these delinquent tax payers.

Speakers at the meeting included, 
besides Moran, County Board Chair- 
man Emmett Moroney of Highland 
Park, Assistant Deerfield Town- 
ship Supervisor Frank Peers and 
Highland Park Police Magistrate 
Samuel S. Smith. 

The Highland Park magistrate, 
one of the few now collecting per- 
sonal property taxes in the county, 
told the JP's how it's done. 

"You weed out the dead wood," 
he said, "and then arrange the re- 
mainder of the accounts to make it 
as easy for the constable as pos- 
sibler 

"After the constable serves, soy 
50 summonses, you will receive 
about 25 checks in the mail. An-

Capital Substitutes for Labor 

A " newsletter written by two members of the 
Department of Agricultural Economics of Purdue 
University observes: "Every improvement in the ef- 
ficiency of farm production which has occurred since 
man first tilled the soil with a crooked stick has 
meant the substitution of capital for human labor. 
This substitution has been so rapid in the United 
States during the past 15 years that in 1955 each farm 
worker in agriculture supplied 19 other persons with 
food compared to only ten in 1940. During this same 
15 years, labor requirements, percentagewise, were 
reduced almost as much as during the previous 120 
years. A large share of this increase efficiency re- 
sulted from improved farm equipment." 

Agriculture has become a skilled, highly me- 
chanized business — and like other business, repre- 
sents a substantial capital investment. Measured in 
dollars of constant value, the investment per agricul- 
tural worker in machinery increased 360 per cent 
between 1940 and 1956. Here is one of the principal 
reasons why it has been possible to greatly increase 
farm production from a virtually fixed farm acreage. 

The Purdue authorities also state: "The knowl- 
edge on the part of many farmers of the savings to 
be gained through full utilization of optimum size 
machines has brought tremendous pressure to increase 
the size of the family farm in the level areas of the 
United States."

other 10 will call you first and tell 
you. what they thing of you,- and 
then mail checks. 

Resistance Melts 

"Of the' remaining 15, perhaps 10 
will show up, In court. About seven 
or eight of these will be writing out 
checks and complaining bitterly at 
the same time. This, sight will 
soon melt away the resistance of all 
but one or two of the others. 

He said that in the stubborn cases 
you must follow through with an at- 
tachment order and seize their 
property. . 

He indicated that "somebody 
may have to be made the goat" 

Another bit of advice he had for 
JV's: "Don't listen to talk about 
how unfair the tax is." 

Moran later described the tax as 
"unpopular" but added that once it 
is being collected from everyone 
the taxpayers would put pressure 
on the assessors to "make it fair." 

The state's attorney said that 
74.81 per cent of the total amount 
of money due from the 1955 tax 
has been paid "without enforce- 
ment" . 

He added that those who arc pay- 
ing, "are carrying the. dead beats." 

Moran, in warning that there 
"must be no compromise with any- 
one," announced that payment of 
1955 taxes would not be accepted 
by the county treasurer after the 
July 1 deadline. 

Added Expense 

Ho -said this would mean that 
anyone who fails to pay before that 
date will face the added expense of 
court costs and constable fees. 

"In many cases the costs will be 
as much or more than the amount 
of the tax bill," Moran said. "This 
should be incentive enough for most 
persons to pay up." 

Moran backed up Smith's con- 
tension that there are only two 
legal defenses against paying the 
tax bills and costs once the judg- 
ment has been entered. These two 
are (1) a valid receipt showing the 
tax has been paid and (2) proof 
that there was fraud involved. 

Moran said that after two years 
all other legal protections for the 
taxpayer have been exhausted, in- 
cluding the defense based on a cer- 
tificate of error issued by the as- 
sessor. . ; 

Moroney and Peers, speaking for 
the county board, disclosed plans 
in the tentative 'stage for an edu* 
cational program to be carried into 
the township acquainting taxpay- 
ers where their money goes. 

Both stressed that approximately 
80 per cent of the tax income goes 
to the schools right in their own 
neighborhood. 

"Once the taxpayer understands 



some. of these things, I don't think 
there will be any trouble from 
anyone," Moroney said. However, 
he warned that in the meantime, 
the 'JP's might as well brace for an 
onslaught of criticism. 

"I'm afraid you wilt all take some 
abuse," he said, "but being public 
officials you arc all used to that"
